New York, August 18.—(By Associ-: 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Gradually the famous Lys 
salient, in the region west' of Armen- 
tieres, is giving way under the pres- 
eure of the British. Again Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s forces have compelled the 
enemy to seek ground to the eastward, 
where he will be more secure from the 
shells of the big guns that for several 
weeks have been firing criss-cross över 
the entire salient, working havoc 
‘among the defenders of the insecure 
line. 

Likewise the Germans are being given 
no rest by the Franco-British forces 
north and sotuh of the Somme, and the 
French and Americans along the Vesle 
and the Americans in Lorraine also are 
harassing them oy artillery fire and lo- 
cal attecks. Nowhere has the enemy 
‘had ‘the better of any encounter. 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
“BY THE BRITISH. 


Over a front of 4 miles between Bail- 
leu and Vieux Berquin, on the Lys sec- 
tor, the British have forced back the 
Germans to a depth ranging from 1,000 
to 2,000 yards, taking in the maneuver 
the village of Outtersteen and 400 pris- 
oners. A little to the south, along the 
Lys river, near Merville, the British also 
have advanced their line, and still 
farther south, between Arras and Al- 
bert, the Germans have been relieved, 
under pressure, of further terrain near 
Buequoy. ' 

While, as a whole, thé German line 
between the Somme and the Oise rivers, 
is still holding, notwithstanding the 
terrific pounding it is receiving from 
the allied guns, the British have drawn 
nearer the road leading from Chaulnes 
to Royé, between Chilly and Fransart,\ 
placing Roye in greater jeopardy by at- 
tack from the north. At the same 
time to the south of Roye, over the 
four-mile front between Beuvraignes 
and Canny-sur-Matz, a violent artillery 
duel is raging between the Franch and 
Germans. It is in this region that the 
French are endeavoring—and in their 
initial efforts they have met with con- 
siderable ‘success—to carry forward 
their two-fold purpose of outflanking 
both Roye and Lassigny by a drive 
eastward in the direction of the road 
leading southeastward from Roye to

On Wounded Britons 
By German Capfors 


Details Are Officially An- 
nounced of the Gross 
Outrages Committed on 
British Prisoners. 


London, August 18.—(Via Montreal.) 
Details have been officially published 
for the first time of gross outrages 
on British prisoners and wounded men 
committed by the Germans last March. 
Affidavit of Scotch soldiers testify 
to the authenticity of the charges. | 

A private of the Royal Highlanders 
tells how he and a number of com- 
rades, isting of one officer and 
15 men, 0 of whom were wound- 
ed, were compelled to surrender near 
Monchy, March 28. They were lined 
up in the original front line trench, 
and after some time a German officer 
and two men appeared. One of the 
men, under orders of the officer, 
turned a stream of liquid fire straight 


ers were standing, and, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they were unarmed, 
continued to spray them for six or 
seven minutes. The private testified 
that he and a few of his companions 
who were able to move, scrambled 
down to a communication trench and 
got over the top and back into the 
British lines. 

Another private testified he and other 
prisoners were marched down a trench 
to an emplacement about six feet ceep, 
nine feet wide and from nine to twelve 
feet long, and while tightly packed in 
the enclosure two Germans, one of 
whom carried a revolver an dseemed to 


had a cylinder on his back and attacaed 
to it was a flexible pipe. 

Just as he reached the entrance to 
the enclosure,” said the soldier, refer- 
ring to the man with the cylinder on his 
back, “a flame spurted out in a stream 
from the pipe and caught the men who 
nearest to the eptra~ce. The 
other men day in “heapaarc ud and 
partly on me. I heard a hissing sound 


started again. During this time the 
men were shrieking and writhing. The 
flame reached right back to where I 
was. My overcoat and tunic caught 


fire. By this time all thé men were 
on the ground.”

Another soldier related how an offi- 
cer, wounded in the head and foot, and 
four other wounded and three un- 
wounded men, including himself, were 
in an old trench when two Germans 
appeared and used liquid fire. One 
of the Germans, revolver in hand, or- 
dered the Britishers to get back to the 
German line. The narrator said his 
hands and right ear were burned. 
Three of the party managed to escape 
and reach the British lines, but the 
suffocated 
or burned all the five wounded men, 
x nothing further had been heard from 
them. 

The British government has protest- 
ed to the German government against 
these outrages.

Sale of Ice Cream, All Soft 
Drinks, Imitation Beer 
and Similar Beverages Are 
Barred. _ ' 


No ice cream for Atlanta today. No 
dopes or other soft drinks. No near 
deer, imitation beer or similar bev- 
erage. 5 

The order issued Saturday night 
prohibiting the sale of any of these lux- 
uries, except the stock on hand at the 
close of business Saturday night, is 
made further restrictive by the order 
issued by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal 
food administrator, Sunday night, in 
that ice cream is absolutely barred 
from sale, and goes in the class with 
soft drinks—it may not be sold at all, 
“until further ordered.” 

Whole milk and buttermilk may be 
sold and, in order to preserve it, soda 
fountains are permitted, effective at 6 
o'clock Monday morning, to obtain 
from 25 to 100 pounds for the purpose 
of refrigerating only, the quantity de- 
pending on the size of the fountain 
and volume of business. 

Food Administration Order. 

The, food administration’s order is 
as follows: 

“Ordered, effective at 6 o’clock, a. m., 
Monday, August 19, that ice cream, as 
well as soft drinks and (beverages 
heretofore enumerated in the emergen- 
cy ice orders, be not sold or distributed 
in Fulton or DeKalb counties until 
further ordered. Whole milk and but- 
termilk may be sold or dispensed with 
or without syrups. All soda fountain 
ice permits issued Friday and Saturday 
are hereby cancelled, and manufac- 
turers of and dealers in ice are per- 
mitted to make delivery of from 25 to 
100 pounds of ice to soda dispensers, 
soda fountains, etc., for the purpose of 
refrigerating milk drinks only; pro- 
vided that no such ice be used by the 
purchaser for the service of soft drinks 
er other beverages heretofore enumer- | 
ated.” - 

Major McClatchey~ announced last 
night that the order completely elimi- 
nating the delivery of ice to soda foun- 
tains Sunday, which was generally ob- 
served, has served to considerably re- 
lieve the situation in the residential 
sections of the city and, so far as the 
food administration was able to ascer- 
tain, there were only isolated cases 
where it was impossible to obtain ice 
Sunday. 

Territory Well Covered. 

In many of the residential sections 
the quantity delivered to individual 
consumérs was not as great as was 
desired by the consumer, but the sys- 
tem operated under was such that the 


available supply of ice was made to. 


very well cover the territory. This was 
in addition’ to insuring the proper dis- 
tribution to the hospitals. 

The same regulations governing the 
delivery to residences, which have been 
in effect since Friday, are to be con- 
tinued, says Major McClatchey, until 
further ordered. 

In the matter of the deliveries to soda 
fountains, which is permitted begin- 
ning at 6 o’clock Monday morning, the 
ice distributors have ‘been posted on 
the scale by which to grade the quan- 
tity, which is to range between 25 and 
100 pounds, according to the size of the 
establishment.

With the American Army on the 
Vesle, August 18.—(By the Assoc iated 
Press.)—While the French and Ameri- 
can and German heavy guns have been 
barking at.each other across the Vesle, 
American patrols have been particu- 
larly busy endeavoring to keep inform- 
ed of the enemy infantry movement and 
to ascertain generally what the enemy 
is accomplishing. 5 

A few days ago an infantry captain. 
while . reconnoitering, killed at least 
two Germans, and, in order to escape, 
hid in a shell hole for thirteen hours 
while. the mid-summer sun beat down 
upon him. Here is the captain’s official 
report of his experience: 

“The patrol, consisting of myself and 
two corporals,. started at 8 o’clock in 
the morning to ascertain whether the 
Germans had retired. We encountered 
a German post in a semi-circular hole. 
There were eleven of the enemy there, 
ten of whom were asleep and the other 
was on sentry duty. 

“I shot the sentry. We then with- 
drew, and in doing so ran into another 
post, similar to the first, also contain- 
ing about ten Germans. We shot two 
of them and then went back toward 
our Hine. The Germans began firing, 
wounding one corporal in the leg, but 
both e reached the American 
line.

It is remarked that the uprisingpare 
often anti-capitalistic in nature, the 
mobs attacking and destroying tho 
property of the wealthy and voicing 
anger at evidences of luxury. Geisha 
girls have been stoned as they hawe 
driven through the streets in automp- 
biles and the houses of the rich have 
been assailed.

While the war created million-| 
aires and increased the luxuries of the: 
rich, it hag also increased the misery. 
of the poor because of insufficient. 
wages being paid. Factorx hands, 
especially, are fomented by the ring- 
leaders of the riots, which are the first 
of the kind to occur since Japan was 
opened to western civilization.

The rulipg of the war department regard-

abroad in Red Cross and T. M C. A. work, 
has been further ‘changed to include the 
sisters of male civilians employed by the 
Red Cross, the T. M. C. A. and other organi- 
zations of a similar nature on duty in 
Burope, and also the sisters of male civil- 
ians who are employed by or attached to the 
American expeditionary forces. 

Under this new ruling sisters may be 
sent abroad under certain specific conditions, 
one of the most important of which is that 
they will make no effort to visit their 
brothers. If any of these conditions are 
violated the organisation for which they 
are working is under obligations to return 
them immediately to America.

Immunity te Posen Ivy. 

I am very susceptible to poison ivy. Is 
there anything one can do to become im- 
mune, or is there any preventative known? 
(B. M.) 


ANSWER—The poisonous or irritant 


principle is an acid. Therefore alkalies 
neutralize it. Soap is a good alkali. Leave 
a little lather on the skin when going near 
poison ivy, and freely bathe with soap 
and water as soon after exposure as pos- 
sible, repeatedly rinsing exposed parts of 
skin with .soapy water. Immunity may be 
acquired by taking internally about two 
drops of tincture of poison ivy leaf (pre- 
pared by druggist) in half gleseful of 
water after each meal, increasing the dose 
a drop daily, till thirty drops dose is reached.

Dogs and Microbes. 


Is it in any way harmful for 4 child to 
play with a clean little dog? (Mrs. J. S. W.) 

ANSWER—Sometimes dogs are carriers 
of diphtheria (diphtheria bacilli found in 
dog’s mouth). and they probebly carry other 
diseases to children. The cleanliness of the 
dog is of no significance, All dogs are clean 
or unclean, according to point of view. 


Varicose Veins. 


Please tell me what to do for aching legs 
caused by varicose veins.

ANSWER—The discomfort is due to fali- 
ure of return circulation in the veins; that 
is, the blood does not return from the leg 
to the heart.

FROM LOWEST TO

New Orleans, August 18.—With the 
lowest prices made on Tuesday, and the 
highest on Saturday, the cotton market 
last week advanced from the lowest to 
the highest levels, 323 to 340 points. 
At its best it was 225 to 241 points over 
the previous week's close, The net 
change for the week was a rise of 220 
to 236 points.
